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ledgment of the Divine Inspiration, Authority, and Sufficiency of the Holy Scriptures, 
which the World's Evangelical Alliance maintains in ali its witness and work, we call 
attention to one statement, made, we believe, by a notable Dean, that “ The attitude 
of Christ to the Old Testament was very important to Christians, He did not regard 
its authority as final, since he claimed to supersede it in some details.” Is this correct ;

‘ This people honoureth Me with their lips, but their heart is far from Me. Howbeit 
in vain do they worship Me, teaching for doctrines the commandments of men. For 
laying aside the commandment of God, ye hold the tradition of men.”’ 

It ia Of great Ieapiortance that we should clearly understand the position which our 
Lord assigned to the sacred Scriptures. © We can none of us doubt that the reference of 
our Lord in this paragraph, as in others, was to the Old Testament canon of the sacred
